With reference to your letter of 13 Octobe r 1978, -please 
advise Congressman Murphy that in responding to 
he can draw upon the following: 


The Central Intelligence Agency and the United 
States Government as a whole are following develop- 
ments in Cambodia closely. CIA participates in 
meetings of the National Security Council (NSC) 
and its subordinate bodies and is at all times 
able to provide intelligence and advisory opinions, 
and to present option papers, on foreign affairs 
subjects to the NSC. In this regard, CIA may act 
at the request of higher authority or may exercise 
its own initiative. Unfortunately, we cannot 
provide information regarding CIA programs or 
proposals because of security considerations.
